WORKERS COMMITTEE ON 
PUBLICITY TO ISSUE 
OWN NEWS BULLETIN 


SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 20,— 
Shipowners continued to prolong 
the stalemate in the maritime. sit- 
uation here yesterday by ofter- 
ing to meet and “discuss mutual 
problems” with the seamen but 
declared they would not consent 
to any changes in the present 


working avreement, 

The seamen, through their chos- 
cn publicity committee, have de- 
cided to withold releases from 
ail capitalist, anti-labor newspa- 
pers, and instead will issue their 
own bulletins to the public, a 
course of action which the em- 
ployers have been following for 
some time. 

The decision came when the 
San Francisco News, after prom- 
ising to print without altera- 
tion the releases given by the 
seamen, had so altered these re- 
leases as to put an entirely dif- 
ferent light upon certain aspects 
of the waterfront situation. 

Basing their protracted stalling 
upon certain technicalities in the 
agreement, the shipowners in their 
most recent communication to the 
seamen’s negotiating committee, 
declared: 

“While section 46 grants either 
party the right to serve notice 
that they desire to amend the 
award, there is nothing that  re- 
quires the other party to agree to 
such amendments.” 


In an attempt to cast discredit 
upon the International Seamen's 
Union the shipowners early. this 


week charged delay in the sailing 
of the Point Lobos was caused 
by complaints of the crew regard- 
ing undeniable rotten messroom 
facilities. Actual cause of the tie- 
up, however, was a shipment of 
steel upon the docks which could 
not be loaded in time for the 
scheduled sailing hour.

Communist . Jailed in 
“Case of Major’s 
Daughter”’ 


SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 19.— 
After almost a year ahd a half 
ot careful planning and prepara- 
tions for a frame-up, the Federal 
authorities jailed jim Garrison, 
District Educational Director 
the Communist VParty, here last 
Tuesday afternoon, Sept. 17th. 
After a preliminary hearing this 
morning before U. S. Commis- 
sioner Williams he was bound 
over to the U. S. District Court 
of Appeals on felony charges of 
assaulting Miss Barbara Jones, 
daughter of Colonel A. M. Jones, 
army intelligence officer at the 
Presidio. Bail, which was set at 
$1,000 at the time of his arrest, 
was raised to $2,500 cash or $5,000 
property. 

This is the famous case of the 
Major’s daughter which has had 
considerable publictiy in the local 
Hearst press during the last year 
and a half. Miss Jones, now Mrs. 
Henry, was allegedly badly beaten 
and mauled by an unknown assail- 
ant about 8 P. M., May Ist, 1934, 
while going to her home on the 
Presidio grounds. Kline, an en- 
listed man, heard her screams and 
came to her rescue befor@ any 
serious harm was done her.

Her father, Major Jones,—who 
has been promoted to a Colonel 
since this case began—immediately 
began searching for a “Red” to 
pin it on.

IN EXPERIMENT 


AND THEN TWO MORE ARE 
FIRED AS SPEED-UP 
IDEA WORKS 


(By a Worker Correspondent) 


SAN DIEGO.—I am a worker 
in the Van Camp Cannery ¢ here, 
in the warehouse department. To- 
day I find myself without a job. 


On the 11th of this month, we 
were informed that the office was 
trving a “little experiment.” When 
the 30 of us who had been work- 
ing on the “case-up” crew report- 
ed at 7 a. m. for work they order- 
cd us into the retort room. 

The superintendent came, 
ed us over and said, “Well, 
teen will be sufficient. Let 
rest go. ‘There are more

He picked out 16 of us, picking 
his favorites regardless of others 
who had years’ of experience there. 
Those of us who got left out 
were told, “Now, boys, this is just 
something new. In the meantime 
an experiment; we're trying out 
kecp in touch with us.” We were 
marched down to the office, got 
our cards and were marched out 
ot the building. 

A few of us hung about 
cannery to see what, this new 
periment was. The 16 favored 
workers remained in the — retort 
room; whereas usually we wheel- 
ed the baskets containing cans of 
fish into the warehouse. © They 
were going to case the cans in hel 
retort room. A. large 4-wheeled 
truck was substituted for the us- 
ual 2-wheeled hand truck. 

Their “experiment” was just the 
specd-up system—one man doing 
the work of two. Today two more 
workers were released. Could they 
have done this if we workers had 
been organized? The bosses plan- 
ned to split our unity. A week 
previously two Mexican workers 
were fired and replaced by white 
workers, ‘Thus the boss hoped to 
up racial antagonism.

This will acknowledge receipt 
of copy of your letter of Sep- 
tember 14th, addressed to Mr. 
Frank Y. McLaughlin (State 
Relief Administrator.—Ed.) 

The position of this Adminis- 
tration is that military enlist- 
ment fepresents an employment 
opportunity which might be of 
assistance to our unemployed 
clients. 

In keeping with our policy of 
making every possible employ- | 
ment opportunity available, we 
have allowed the enlistment of- 
ficers of the Thirtieth Infantry 
to establish the recruiting sta- 
tions against which you protest. 
The establishment of these sta- 
tions has no significance other 
than that it is an employment 
opportunity. 

Our action is .taken also in 
courtesy to another Federal 
agency which has requested our 
assistance. 

It will be followed as. long as 
the military authorities believe 
it possible to secure desirable 
enrollees by this means. . 

We regret that you have felt 
it necessary to protest this step, 
as it is not the policy of this 
Administration to use any co- 
ercive means.

Every means, fair and foul, are being taken at the present time to 
throw people off the SERA. Among the. favorite tricks in the bag of 


the social service is to classify people right and left as “unemploy- 
able.” 


Mr. M was. injured on an 
SERA project fn Oakland and 
was so crippled‘ that he had to 
use crutches until a few weeks 
ago. The SERA doctor, without 
making a laboratory test, said 
that his dlness was due to a “so- 


cial disease’ (a term old ladies t 


use for gonorrhea) and so the 
SERA did not need to pay com- 
pensation, 

Howeyer, out of the “goodness 
of their hearts” the SERA paid 
him direct relief for 60 days, when 
they cut him off as “unemploy- 
able.” This was done after all 
projects were shut down and they 
could employ no one anyway. 

The reason given was the SE 
RA doctor's opinion that Mr. M— 
has arthritis. We examined him 
and found no sign of arthritis and 
voiced the opinion that he is per- 
fectly employable. The SERA 
countered that the opinion of a 
private physician is worthless and 
they would follow only the advice 
of the county clinic. 

The county clinic had exactly 
the same opinion as ours. The 
SERA then got busy and found 
another private. physician who 
said that Mr. M. should not work 
for several weeks, but at the same 
time claimed, after a laboratory 
study, that there was no “social 
disease.” 

The SERA then accepted this 
doctor's opinion that Mr. M 
is unemployable, but disregarded 
iis latter opinion coneerning the 
abs@nce of gonorrhea, and contin- 
ued to refuse compensation, They

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Workers Have Sense 
of Mastery Over 
Conditions

Editor’s Note: Following is the 
second and final installment of Mr. 
O’Rourke’s article on survivals of 
capitalism in the Soviet Union. 
Mr. O’Rourke is an American col- 
lege student and now is studying 
in Moscow. The previous irstall- 
ment described the many “hang- 
overs” from the old regime still 
to be found in the U.S.S.R., and 
told how the Communist Party is 
fighting these survivals. 


Already life in the Soviet Uni-on 
is¢ lipht-hearted, confident, ration- 
al, and bursting with fruitful, di- 
rected energy. Most the peo- 
ple T have met, in all occupations 
and stations, exhibit an amazinely 
conscious attitude toward life, a 
heightenend awareness. They know 
what is going on, both at home 
and abroad, and they are aware 
of the significance and meaning 
of their labor. And you feel in 
most people, as a result of plan- 
ned, rational socialist labor, a 
sense of mastery over the condi- 
tions of life as well as over the 
forces of nature.

Everyone is full of curiosity, 
pride in collective achievement, 
and the insatiable desire for ac- 


complishment. The young people 
are especially so. In contrast to 
the hopelessness and defeatism 
that is spreading over and per- 
meating American life, here you 
find an expansiveness, a sort of 
spring-like exuberance, an ‘“open- 
ing up” of life that to a foreigner 
is exhilarating, almost to the point 
of exhaustion. 


*® Effect of Socialism. 


The cook or housemaid who 
works for the people I live with 
is an unskilled worker (though 
she makes masterful soups). She 
has been working for them for the 
past eighteen years, and the 
of semi-patriarchal relationship, to- 
gether with the individual occupa- 
tion, would tend to make her much 
less conscious of building social- 
ism than the millions of industrial 
workers or even the collective 
farmers who are directly engaged 
in that job. The changes in so- 
cial life would not be expected to 
affect her so directly. I talked 
with her for a lomg while the 
other day about life in general 
(American and = Russian), and 
though my still inadequate Rus- 
sian made me miss some of what 
was said with great enthusiasm, 
I am sure of the following: 


She spoke at length of the great 
changes that had taken place since 
the revolution. Before 1917 a ‘man 
was consid@red great and intelli- 
gent and honorable just becagrs $e 
he was rich. When his pockets 
were loaded with money, every 
one bowed down before him and 
bade him goo@gmorning in 
humble voice. Now it is quite 
otherwise. There is no bowing, 
and it is seen that such cultural 
and intellectual superiority as the 
tich possessed was the result of 
the leisure they gained from ex- 
ploiting the workers.

She will have 
a stipend, or allowance, to cover 
her expenses during her university 
course.
